As far as the rest of the island is con¬ 
cerned—and, for that matter, the remainder 
of the province—represcntaltion will not be 
changed numerically or in any other material 
sense. Electoral boundaries are redrawn 
lrom time to time, of course, as their terri¬ 
torial and population requirements may d* 
termtne. The adjustments proposed In the 
plan submitted by the Prime Minister will 
now be scrutinized by a select committee of 
the Legislature and Its findings eventually 
Implemented by the requisite-legislation. 

What is proposed for this community— 
and we speak of what Is known as Greater 
Victoria—is in line with the procedure which 
took place In Greater Vancouver after that 
city had extended its municipal boundaries 
and absorbed the populations of what previ¬ 
ously had been separate civic entities. As 
Vancouver Island develops, not only as a geo- , 
graphically-detached portion of the province 
but also as independent communities, further 
changes ln voting areas will become neces¬ 
sary. Only by the adoption of such methods 
is equitable parliamentary representation 
preserved.

In apeaklng at a luncheon meet 
lng of the Victoria Gyro Club in 
the Empress Hotel yesterday. 
George R. Matthews, secretary of 
the British Columbia Board. Re¬ 
tail Merchants' Association of 
Canada, strongly upheld the Com- 
modifies Retail Sales Act, which 
was passed by the 1837 session 
of the Provincial Legislature. 

The act was passed to save the 
retail trade of the province, Mr. 
Matthews said. It might have 
increased prices In some firms 
that were selling at low prices. 

The Commodities Retail Sales 
Act provided that when a manu¬ 
facturer or wholesaler decided 
that his product was of sufficient 
quality and merit to stand the 
teat of honeat competition, he 
could name a retail ret price, and 
all retailers, both large and small, 
had to respect this policy. Thus, 
merchandise could not be used 
aa a "bait,” the speaker continued, 
to sell other -products at a high 
profit. 

The manufacturer or whole¬ 
saler could still choose whether 
or not he wanted to name a set 
price for his commodity. The act 
did not restrict him in his sale to 
•the retailer. 

Mr. Matthew also explained the 
working of the Retail Merchants' 
Association In Canada. The asso- 
elation was an Incorporated body 
operatlng In every province with 
Dominion, provincial and local 
bodies.
